Weather information regarding 
the Everglades regiom has hereto- 
fore,peen officially handled through 
the Jéksoüville office or through 
Washington, which tended to de- 
lay weather reports reaching the 
section at times when residents de- 
pended on the bureau for advice 
and information. 

Av survey committee composed 
of Fred C. Elliot of Tallahassee, 
Henry M. Baker, assistant national 
director of disaster relief for the 
Red Cross and State Board of 
Health officers was named by Gov- 
ernor Sholtz to select a sife or 
sites for. proposed evacuation 
points outside the influence of 
Lake Okeechobee flood waters. Use 
of evatuation sites during storm 
periods will be supervised by san- 
itary officers of the Board of 
Health and will be policed’ under 
direction of Adjutant General Col-

ON CREDIT BANK | 
LOANS TO FARMERS | 


COLUMBIA, S. G, March 22—| 


Julian H. Scarborough, general | 
agent of the Farm Credit Admin- | 
istration for the third Land Bank 
digtrict has announced that word 
received from Governor Wm. I. 
Myers of the Farm Credit Admin- 
istration reduced the interest rate 
on new lodns madé by the Federal 
Intermediate Credit Bánk from 3 
to two and one-half per cent, ef- 
fettive as of March 16. This reduc- 
tion in the interest rate of the in- 
termediate credit bank will be im- 
mediately passed on to borrowers 
from local production credit as- 
sociations reducing their interest 
charges from 6 to 514 per cent. 
This reduction, applicable until fur- 
ther notice, is made fossible by 
the recent sale of intermediate 
credit bank debentures bearing a 
low rate of interest. 

“It is the first time in history 
[that low rates of interest in the} 
big money markets have been re-/ 
flected immediately - to farmers | 
throughout all parts of the United 
States,” said Governor Myers. 
“This nation-wide reflection is 
made possible through the newly | 
organized production credit asso- 
ciations which now number 655, 
covering practically the éntire 
country, most of which have just 
begun to receive applications for 
loans. These production credit as- 
sociations will pay-the intermedi- 
ate credit banks 2% per cent on | 
the money which they borrow and 
the associations are permitted to 
charge borrowers an additional 3 
per cent per annum to cover ex- 
penses, build reserves and pay div- 
idends. Since the associations are 
cooperative in form any ‘profits’ 
‘from this spread are available to 
be passed on to the borrowers." 

Statistics recently compiled by 
the bank bring to light the fact 
that from funds loaned to farm- 
ers in the Carolinas, Georgia and 
Florida from May 1, 1953 to March 
1, 1934, $1,640,370 has been 
to pay taxes. " N
